RIOT GUNS AND GAS 
READY FOR ATTACK 


Mail Holdup Is Considered at 
Cabinet Meetnig; More 
Trucks Asked. 


J., Oct. 15 (By A. 
P.).—An army of 500 State and 
city police and citizenry tonight 
closed in on a 30-mile circle whick 
has been thrown about the foothills 
of the Watchung mountains in the 
hunt for the eight mail bandits who 
killed one .man, wounded three 
others and escaped with $100,000 
at Elizabeth yesterday. 

It is the belief of Maj. Mark O. 
Kimberling, in charge of the force, 
that the robbers have found refuge 
in the abandoned quarries or the 
huge rock crevices between Liberty 
Corner and Chimney Rock, at the 
extreme southern end of the area. 

An advance of 5 miles was made 
during the day and tonight a picked 
squad armed with riot guns and gas 
bombs, moved on Chimney Rock, 
the rest of the cordon halting. 

The bandits thus far have not 
abandoned their two automobiles 
and authorities expect they may 
make a dash for liberty in them. 


Toé Shoot Without Warning.

48 feet wide to carry tracks with 
traffic lanes on each side of them. 

Eight and a half feet now is 
planned as the height of the Sea 
wall, and the projected piers in the 
river would be of slip type. Pre- 
liminary plans are for seven of 
these between Ninth and O streets, 
space between Ninth and Four- 
teenth streets being held for fur- 
ther development in waterfront 
business. 

Between 200 and 320 feet are set 
as the extension lengths for docks 
into the Washington channel and 
their head houses on Water street, 
would be two stories high and built 
of limestone and brick. A _ basin 
‘for yachts and other small boats 
between O and P streets are includ- 
ed in the plan.

LAW MULTIPLICATION 
HELD PROGRESS INDEX 
Declares Obedience to Stat- 
utes Is Essence of Amer- 
ican Institutions. 


Failure to vote is “disloyal to 
our whole system of self-govern- 
ment,’’ President Coolidge declared 
last night in addressing the inter- 
national oratorical contest in 
Washington auditorium, 

There are only three attributes 
necessary to the well-being of the 
citizens, qualities that are with- 


in reach of all, he said. They are 
‘honesty, industry and thrift,” Ex- 
plaining that these applied to the 
private affatrs of the citizens, he 
said that they were also called 
upon to perform certain public 
functions. Some may be 
to hold public office. 

“But all our citizens of 
requisite age and education are 
called on to vote,’ he declared. 

Belief in the American form of 
government does not imply a criti- 
cism of the governments of other 
people, the President said. 

“We think ours is best for us,’ 
he said, ‘‘while it is entirely prob- 
able that some other forms are bet- 
ter for others. Institutions are not 
hand-made, they are not imposed— 
they are a growth, they are the 
achievement of the people them- 
selves. A crude and barbarous peo- 
ple could not establish and main- 
tain a free republic.’’ 


Leave Other Countries Alone. 


“The best service this country can | 


render to other countries,’’ he con- 
tinued, “is to leave them secure 
and undisturbed to develop their 
own institutions of freedom with 
such aid as we may mutually de- 
rive from the example of the mis- 
takes and successes of each other.” 

The President stressed the im- 
portance of studying the Constitu- 
tion, the statutory laws, the exer- 
cise of suffrage and law obedience.

Commissioners Allot Funds to 
Complete Outlying Streets 
Before End of Year. 


ORDER GAS MASK STUDY 


Improvement of 271 miles of 
suburban roads by the District 
highway department’ constituted 
the elaborate pragram announced 
yesterday to be completed before 
January 1. 

Appropriations for the purpose 
available during the present fiscal 
year total $295,009, which was 
originally allotted to be spent in 
equal amounts quarterly. ° 

The commissioners yesterday re- 
allotted the funds so that two- 
thirds of the total may be spent 
before cold weather stops the work. 
The highways to be treated include

AID FOR FRANC SOUGHT 


Bordeaux, France, Oct. 15 (By 
A. P.).—The slogan “save the 
franc,’”’ to which France has been 
echoing for some time, today made 
its appearance at the radical party 
convention which has been in ses- 
sion here for the past two days. 
The slogan has crystallized the sen- 
timent within the party to sub- 


merge purely party strife in favor 
of the more pressing problem of the 
Stabilization of the French ex- 
change. 

Former Premier Herriot, who, as 
a radical-socialist, has been under 
fire from the. radicals because of 
his acceptance of a post in the Poin- 
care cabinet, has thus far resisted 
the assaults of his adversaries. 
Consequently it is expected that he 
will be able to save’ the Poincare 
cabinet from falling by persuading 
his party to permit continued co- 
operation within the union cabinet 
set up by Premier Poincare. He 
was greeted with applause by fully 
two-thirds of the convention today 
when he defended his own stand 
and let it be known that he still 
remains faithful to the national 
union cabinet. It is likely that the 
party platform will now approve his 
remaining as minister of education. 

Numerous indictments have indi- 
cated that this goes against the 
grain of a majority in the conven- 
tion, but since it will be impossible 
to approve the stand of M. Herriot 
and at the same time repudiate the 
national union government, the 
party seems likely to tolerate Poin- 
care rather than to sacrifice their 
own leader. The question of the 
war debt settlements thus far has 
been submerged in . purely party 
strife and it has not been men- 
tioned in any of the committee 
resolutions. There are advocates 
and adversaries of ratification in 
each faction and thus the question 
has not made itself felt in the prin- 
cipal battle over the cabinet.

A reader has asked for a recipe 
for chicken gumbo soup and as 
we have specified duck in the din- 
ner menu for the day we are not 
attempting to add a chicken to the 
list of requirements on the list by 
calling for & soup with the menu 
that requires chicken stock. Nev- 
ertheless, as soups are to be more 
and more a part of our diet as the 
winter progresses let us at this time 
have a recipe for gumbo in addi- 
tion to our menu. The recipe is a 
very special one, therefore desery- 
ing of special mention. 


Chicken Gumbo. 


(This recipe dates back to 1880.) 

Fry a chicken in butter, fry one 
or two slices of ham cut in pieces 
and fry a half to a dozen tomatoes. 
Put these all together in a soup 
kettle with the gravy they have 
made in the frying and add two 
guarts of water. Add one pound 
of sliced okra and boil until all has 
been well assimilated then add one 
pint of soup stock and season high- 
ly with plenty of cayenne. (The 
soup stock may be had by using 
bouillon cubes). Just before serv- 
ing throw in two dozen fresh oys- 
ters and their juice and let it boil 
up once. Serve with a tablespoon- 
ful of rice in each soup plate. 

This is a delicious supper dish 
for a cold winter night, and may 
be served with the very slight ad- 
dition of hot biscuit and if one 
wishes a salad. 


English Duck. 


Clean and divide a duck as one 
does chicken for fricassee and put it 
in a saucepan with one chopped 


onion, one teaspoonful of sage, a 
half teaspoonful of parsley, a, table- 
spoonful of catsup and a seasoning 
of black pepper. Simmer until ten- 
der and then add well browned flour 
mixed with water for thickening. 
Let the whole boil up and serve 
from a heated platter garnished 
with French peas. 


Apple Fritters. 


One teacup of sweet milk, two 
eggs beaten with the yolks sep- 
arated from the whites, and suffi- 
cient flour to make a batter. Add 


the well beaten yolks to the milk 
and flour that have been rubbed to 
a smooth batter, and one teaspoon- 
ful of sugar, one of baking powder 
and lastly add the whites of the 
eggs. Pare and slice two or three 
good cooking apples and dip in bat- 
ter and fry to a light brown in hot 
fat. Serve while piping hot and if 
desired with sauce or maple sirup. 


Orange Dessert. 


Pare and cut in thin slices six 
oranges and pour over them a cup 
full of sugar. Bring one pint of 
milk to a boil and while hot add 
three egg yolks and one tablespoon- 
ful of cornstarch dissolved in ¢ 
little milk. Stir constantly while 
this thickens and as soon as it is 
thick pour it over the slices. of 
orange. Beat the whites of the 
eggs to a froth and add two table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar. Pour 
over the custard. Brown lightly 
and serve thoroughly chilled.

Seven pounds of fruit cooked 
slowly in water until tender.

mace, a half ounce of cloves, and 
pour the whole over the pears while 
hot. Plums may be put up in the 
same manner. 


Cream Walnuts (Margaret) 


Beat the white of one egg stiff 
and add to it a little cocoanut. Then 
add sifted powdered sugar until it 
is thick and flavor with a little 
vanilla. Form into balls and press 
the half of a walnut on each side. 
Dust the whole with powdered 
sugar. 


Cucumber Catsup (Mrs. Boone) 


Pare and grate two or three large 
cucumbers and one large onion, Mix 
the two, add one tablespoonful of 
salt, one of pepper, one of horse- 
radish and one teacup of vinegar. 
There is no cooking in this instance 
of pickling. The catsup may be 
bottled without sealing.

Academy be completed to give two 
years’ service before being permit- 
ted to resign. 

That the naval reserve be main- 
tained at the highest possible stand- 
ard of efficiency and sufficient in 
numbers to provide the necessary 
supplementary personnel to mobil- 
ize the fleet and all its auxiliaries. 


Protection Abroad. 


That American interests should 
receive the same protection in for- 
eign countries as is given by other 
first class powers, and that a suffi- 
cient number of the navy’s ships 
should be used in. foreign service 
to safeguard all American interests 
abroad. 

The convention also went on rec- 
ord to use its efforts for the con- 
tinuation of the citizens’ military 
training camps and the reserve of- 
ficers’ training corps in high 
schools, colleges and universities. 
It condemned 
American propaganda 
against this training.”’ 

A resolution was also adopted 
urging the legion to bring to the at- 
tention of citizens the importance 
of voting at primary elections.

The National Capital has grown to such pro- 
portions that it should no longer be subjected 
to train schedules that were designed to meet 
conditions existing years ago. The traffic be- 
tween Washington and New York has grown 
in volume and importance, and the speediest 
and most comfortable means of travel between 
the two cities ought to be provided. 

Late afternoon trains leaving the metropolis 
afford accommodations for those coming to 
Washington better than do the trains leaving 
for the North, but the schedule might easily be 
rearranged to meet the wishes of local business 
men without inconveniencing the carriers in 
the least. Business men and officials whose af- 
fairs require frequent journeys between here 
ond New York complain that they lose an en- 
tire afternoon in traveling between the two 
cities because of present train schedules. 
Washington’s trade has grown largely as the 
vity has expanded and the request of our busi- 
,@€ss men and merchants for better travel ar- 
‘angements is not an unreasonable one. The 
‘ailroads doubtless will look at it that way. 


MODEL APARTMENTS. 


The plan recently evolved by a New York 
pailanthropist to relieve housing conditions in 
‘hat city is so daring and of such magnitude 
ts to be worthy of comment. If it should be 
iried. and proved feasible, the benefit to the 
tity of New York would be incalculable, and 
with that city as a model, similar enterprises 
would undoubtedly be established throughout 
the country. But the financial questions in- 
volved would have to be well worked out. 

Briefly, the plan has three outstanding fea- 
tures. First, 500 of New York’s wealthiest 
citizens would contribute $100,000 each for 
five years. To the $50,000,000 thus raised, 
the State and city would contribute an equal 
amount, creating a working fund of $100,000,- 
000 a year for five years. Second, all the 
tenement houses on the East Side of New York 
would be razed, and in their place would be 
built model apartment buildings on wide 
streets, liberally interspersed with parks and

The District regulations apparently are suf- 
ficiently strict as to provide complete pro- 
tection to the public, and even more strict 
than those contemplated by the Departmént 
of Commerce. 


THE NEW MARKET. 


Despite the general public demand that the 
new Center market be located in what is 
known as the midcity site, there still seems to 
be a possibility that it will be relocated else- 
where. Addressing a meeting of the South- 
west Business Men’s association last Wednes- 
day night, Traffic Director Eldridge made the 
statement that, judged solely from the stand- 
point of traffic conditions and transportation 
facilities, there is no more logical site for the 
new Center market:than the one that has been 
proposed along the water front. His opinion 
should carry much weight. 

From aé_ transportation standpoint, the 
Southwest site is particularly fortunate. Di- 
rectly across the street are railroad tracks, 
over Which produce could be brought directly 
to the stalls without the burden of an addi- 
tional drayage haul. The river would make 
possible cheap water transportation, particu- 
larly if water traffic in fruits and vegetables 
from the rich tidewater counties of Virginia 
and Maryland could be reestablished. From 
a traffic standpoint, this area, more than any 
other, would make it possible for’ the Wash- 
ington public to approach the market without 
entering or crossing the congested district. 
Ample parking space is available without en- 
croaching on residential or business frontages. 
With a street car tefminal a few blocks above 
the proposed site, it would seem that coordi- 
nation of car service to the demand would be 
a simple matter. 

The great majority of the people, however, 
favor the midcity site for the new market. The 
drawbacks and difficulties of increased traffic 
congestion do not seem to weigh against the 
advantage of accessibility. But when probable 
traffic conditions are taken into consideration, 
it would seem to be wise to insist, if the mid- 
city site is selected, that the streets in the 
neighborhod of the new market shall be 
widened. 


TRAFFIC SAFETY. 


During 1925 there occurred in this country 
more than 20,000 deaths by automobile acci- 
dents, with an estimated property loss from 
such accidents of over $600,000,000. Since 
1906, the first year for which such statistics 
are available, the automobile has been the di- 
rect cause of more than 100,000 deaths. The 
latter figure does not include fatalities in which 
railroad trains or grade crossings were a factor. 

Secretary Hoover was instrumental in the 
formation of the national conference on street 
and highway safety, whose purpose it is to 
sponsor and establish measures designed to cut 
down the alarming number of traffic deaths 
and accidents. Representatives of automobile, 
railway, and trade organizations cooperating 
in the conference are meeting here at the pres- 
ent time to review the work of the last six 
months, and to lay the groundwork for addi- 
tional safety projects. In addressing this 
meeting the Secretary of Commerce gave Tt as 
his opinion that the first step in the national 
campaign—that of educating the public in 
safety measures—should be followed by the 
enactment of uniform State traffic laws. 

Establishment of uniform regulations pos- 
sibly would be a step forward. It should be 
realized, however, that in a country as large 
as the United States local conditions are so 
diversified that a uniform code may never be 
found possible of enactment. Furthermore, 
whatever benefit might follow would be only 
to the advantage of the tourist. Most of the 
accidents occur in local traffic, and not because 
of lack of uniform codes. 

Mr. Hoover has given this matter much 
study. Possibly he sees benefits from a uni- 
form traffic code not apparent to the casual ob- 
server. But the campaign for safety education 
seems to offer the best returns in lowered 
death and damage tolls. - 


THE “OLEO” INDUSTRY. 


In 1896 there were not to exceed half a 
dozen establishments in the United States 
which manufactured oleomargarine, butterine 
and other substitutes for butter, and the em- 
ployes numbered only a few hundred. There 
were no laws to prohibit the making or sale 
of the product, and the dairy interests feared 
that the growth of the business would eventual- 
ly. bring ruin to their industry. <A patriotic 
citizen named Knight decided to arouse the 
farmers and dairymen to look the danger in 
the face. For the small sum of $1 per 
capita he offered his services as a representa- 
tive of their interests in Washington. He 
would get through Congress a bill which would 
tax out of existence oleomargarine and all 
other species and kinds of ‘“‘bogus butter.’’ He 
succeeded in inducing Representative Grout, of 
Vermont, to father the act, which still bears 
his name. 

There was a very lively fight which lasted 
through an entire Congress but triumph_finally 
settled on the Knight-Grout banner and the 
oleomargarine law was the outcome. That 
measure provides rigid inspection of establish- 
ments manufacturing substitutes for butter, 
of whatever ingredients they may be com- 
posed. It also provides a system of licenses 
under which wholesale and retail dealers in the 
product are required to pay an annual fee for 
the privlege of selling the compound. The 
product itself is subject to a tax of 10 cents 
a pound, if artificially colored, while the un- 
colored article pays only one-quarter of a cent. 


The law has been on the statute books for 


about 30 years. It has protected the public 
against the fraudulent sale of butter substi- 


ever heard today. But as a killer of the in- 


tutes, and no loud protest against “‘oleo” is— 


ported in 1925 while more than 1,200,000 
pounds have been exported this year, it is 
evident that there is a growing appetite for 
this butter substitute, both at home and 
abroad. 


MORE WEALTH FROM ALASKA. 


The New Bedford whaler disappeared from 
the sea generations ago. ‘There are few of the 
craft left in Newfoundland or Nova Scotia, 
and few of the “leviathans of the sea’’ are cap- 
tured by the steamers which have taken the 
place of the sturdy old tubs of the type of the 
Proteus, which “‘Nufundlunder’ was wrecked 
in the arctic while attempting to reach the 
survivors of the Greely expedition away back 
in the eighties. Whaling in the Atlantic is 
practically a lost industry. But from the Pa- 
cific and Bering sea comes a different story. 

According to a dispatch from Tacoma the 
last season has been the most profitable ever 
experienced for the fleets of whalers out of 
Alaskan ports. More than a thousand whales 
were taken and the returns from the industry 
total nearly $1,250,000. But the methods em- 
ployed and the products recovered differ en- 
tirely from the operations and results of the 
old Atlantic days. Then the harpooning of a 
whale was followed by the cutting up and 
rendering of the blubber on board the ship, 
whose crew made the kill. Oil and whalebone 
were all that was sought. Whalebone was the 
basis of the “stays” which were worn in those 
days by the ladies who depended upon Godey’s 
Ladies Book, or Harper’s Bazar for their in- 
formation upon the subject of fashions. Whale 
oil was generally used for illumination before 
kerosene came into the market. Now it is 
turned into soaps and lubricants. 

Today not only is the oil and whalebone of 
. great value, but the meat finds a ready market 
for human food, and the scraps are dried for 
chicken feed. Even the bones are saved for 
the fertilizer factories, for there is a difference 
between whalebone and whale bones. Whale- 
bone is not bone, but is a horny substance used 
as a strainer by the animal, and in the-old time 
as much as 2,000 pounds have been taken from 
one of them. It was worth from $5 to $7 per 
pound, while the bones of the skeleton, are 
worth fewer cents. 

In the present day the catch is towed to a 
rendering station on shore where the blubber 
is rendered and the other products are packed. 
Each animal is anchored off the station where 
it rests until it can receive the attention of the 
employes of the plant. The whaler proceeds 
to sea for another catch. 

The earnings of the crews employed in this 
industry this year have been very large. This 
is especially true of the gunners, who receive 
$12.50 for each whale, besides their regular 
pay of $100 a month. The season of 1926 has 
been far more profitable for the Alaska whaler 
than for the placer miner of the hills, and this 
prosperity is largely due to the enormous run 
of herring, salmon, cod and other fish, which 
have literally smothered one another in the 
shallow bays. along the Alaska coast. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The American Library association has set as 
a standard for municipal allowance for library 
maintenance the figure of $1 per capita. Wash- 
ington, with an estimated population of over 
500,000, would have an appropriation of only 
79.2 cents per person if the amount asked for 
by the public library trustees for 1928 is 
granted. The report of the trustees submitted 
to the commissioners recently made certain 
recommendations for extensions of service, 
however, and was accompanied by the predic- 
tion that before long Washington would have 
library facilities ample to care for the total 
population. 

Specifically, the program for 1928 provides 
for creation of eight additional library 
branches in public. school buildings, a branch 
in a rented building in the Rhode Island ave- 
nue section and the provision of a site in the 
Northeastern section of the city. These re- 
quests are made under the new library law 
passed by Congress last spring, which permits 
expansion of the service to all parts of the city 
as soon as sufficient appropriations can be 
made by Congress. 

During the year just completed the book 
turnover amounted to 1,298,405 volumes, an 
increase of over 200,000 as compared to the 
circulation the preceding year. Over 34,189 
volumes were added to the shelves, giving the 
library a total of 295,217 books. Circulation 
figures are only a part measure of the value of 
this institution, however, for its greatest serv- 
ice lies in its reference and reading rooms. 
Reference service is available not only in each 
branch, but also over the telephone. Readers’ 
advisers are in constant attendance to help 
plan a course of reading on any desired sub- 
ject. The technical library, known as the in- 
dustrial division, with its stock of books and 
periodicals of a business, scientific and techni- 
cal nature, is of value to both student and 
practical man. 

A library is a vital necessity to the entire 
community. The report of the Washington 
Public library shows that its work over the 
past year has been well done. It is to be hoped 
that when appropriations are made for 1928 
this institution will receive the recognition it 
deserves.

Do they also realize that the 
trifling fractions of time ‘‘appar- 
ently’’ saved, spread over several] 
years and totaled would not aggre- 
gate the loss of time in court and 
elsewhere when involved in an ac- 
cident. Ride up with a motorman 
and see how they cut in front, 
going both ways. If these motor- 
men were not healthy men _ witb 
calm nerves who, without losing 
their heads, can bring a car to 
stop and almost throw people out 
of their seats, funeral services 
would be held. over some of these 
reckless drivers whose death many 
would regard as a blessing on the 
grounds of the greatest good to 
the greatest number. 

Some of the most reckless are 
delivery wagon boys; and while 
taxi drivers used to be in accidents 
we rarely hear of them hitting any 
one now, especially when the heavy 
mileage of all the cabs is consid- 
ered, as they saem to be a specially 
skilled lot of men; probably have 
to be, as their fares naturally ex- 
pect haste. There are both taxi 
and private drivers who I have 
seen stop to permit pedestrians to 
cross, but they are mighty few. 

It seems to me that the city 
fathers will have to consider re- 
ducing the speed limits to 16 or 
18 miles an hour, with half of that 
while passing safety zones or load- 
ing platforms; that permits should 
only be issued after the strongest 
eye test and driving ability is 
shown better than at present; that 
suspension of permits should be 
more freely exercised and _ for 


longer periods.
